EGYPT'S DESIRE TO BE INFORMED OF ACTIVITIES OF THIS IMPORTANT 
BODY SEEMS LOGICAL. EMBASSY HAS NO REASON TO BELIEVE GOE 
INTENTION IS TO USE ICEM FORUM TO DEAL WITH ANY INTERNAL 
PROBLEMS THROUGH EMIGRATION. ON THE CONTRARY, THOSE VERY 
INDIVIDUALS WHO MIGHT WISH TO EMIGRATE ARE THOSE WITH SKILLS 
EGYPT WOULD BE MOST LIKELY TO NEED. WE ALSO UNAWARE OF ANY 
THOUGHTS EGYPTIANS MIGHT HAVE WITH REGARD TO DISRUPTION ICEM'S 
ROLE IN IMMIGRATION OF SOVIET JUEWS TO ISRAEL. WE WOULD, 

OF COURSE, EXPECT OCCASIONAL SHARP EXCHANGES BETWEEN EGYPTIAN
